His letters interest me because they conform to my views and actions. When the 
Peace Coope was launched here and gave ewery promise od being another futility for the 
newl-emergiag countries I launched a project that gave it the first good public attention 
it received. The papers duobed it ”Gee 9 e for Peace. H My purpose was to bring the "aid" 
down to reality, to serve immediate needs immediately and to teach the impractical of 
out educational institutions that a student from one of those lands could take nothing 
back if all he learned was how to operate an automated feed mill when there was no com- 
mercial livestock feed to be maue in those lands and when there were immediate basic 
food needs* I was f aiming then. And geese do convert what is otherwise waste into protein. 
Sargent Shriver took mo to all his division chiefs but they were those who had been 
unable to auvanc* elsewhere and c&uldn't understand common sense about chickens for those 
countries, inexpensive walking garden tractors rather than enormous machines requiring 
vast cleared tracts for use and constant use for economy or effecietncy. Hia writing about 
£a csss fascism and for what most adults ignore, what it does to the young, is particularly 
gratifying oecauso it encourages me to hope that he'll see my intention of not addressing 
a whodunit and of trying to address a manifestation of growing authoritarianism and the 
ilnaeco of sick and corrupt society that needs cleansing and healing*

get back to figer to Hide now. I yearn to. But first 1 must do a new book, then 
another, both is which are needed immediately and each of which will require least time 
that Tiger* Your view io too limited. JFK had decided to change hie own policies because 
ho continued thoeo ho wxwsjstx&x inherited. This is one of tna many reasons I ao wish I 
had foundation support of some kina, especially if ±z would permit me to work with 
graduate students, turning some of the otbor work over to them with tliem working with me. 
There io so much mere work 1 fcavs researched and begun to write. And with the lack of 
remission in the phlebitis it means leas Workingfeit time for me and the need to vary what 
I do. I canj^t ait for long, for example. Perhaps I'll learn more about it or there will 
be some progress. Right now I must write my own letters and mails out my own books, hardly
